Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to^  present  toi  you  my  sixth  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  Selby  Rural  District,  and  the  v^mrk  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  during  1952. 

97  live  births  were  notified,  giving  a  Birth  Rate  of  14.6 
(Adjusted  Birth  Rate  15.2),  the  lowest  figure  for  ten  years. 
It  is  equal,  however,  to  the  average  for  the  ten  years  p're- 
ceeding  World  War  IT.  The  national  Rate  was  15.3. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  10.3  (one  death  from  con¬ 
genital  defect)  is  highly  satisfactory.  The  Rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  27.6. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  was  10.3,  and  the  Adjusted  Death 
Rate  9.4.  This  compares  favourably  with  the  rather  high 
Rate  for  the  last  tAvO'  years  and  the  national  Rate  of  11.3. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  ot'  the  68  deaths,  43  (63%) 
oecurred  at  the  age  ol  75  years  or  over;  14  (20%)  at  85  years 
or  over,  and  5  at  90  years  or  more. 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  29. 

Notifiable  infections  diseases  totalled  96,  of  which  66  were 
measles  and  26  whooping  cough.  Three  cases  of  acute  polio¬ 
myelitis  occurred. 

There  has  been  no  diphtheria  in  the  District  for  six  years, 
but  this  fact  must  not  be  taken  as  a  reason  for  relaxing  the 
need  for  all  children  to  be  protected  by  immunisation. 

In  conclusion,  I  express  my  thanks  to  the  Members  and 
Officials  of  the  Council  for  their  support  and  co-operation 
during  1952.

Water  Supply. 

The  Rural  District  Council  is  the  water  undertaker  for  the 
whole  O'f  their  district,  and  with  the  exception  oif  a  very  small 
number  of  dwellings,  there  is  a  public  supply  throughout  the 
district. 

Water  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Selby  Urban  District 
Council,  whose  boreholes  are  situated  within  the  Rural  Dis¬ 
trict  at  Brayton  Barff.  Chlorination  is  carried  out  by  the 
U.D.C.,  and  routine  samples  collected  at  various  parts  of  the 
district  have  all  been  reported  as  satisfactory,  both  chemically 
and  bacteriologically.  A  summary  O'f  the  chemical  analysis 
is  given  herewith. 

It  is  noted  from  recent  tests  that  there  is  a  small  but 
appreciable  increase  in  the  hardness  of  the  water,  and  it  is 
known  that  some  years  ago.  there  was  a  corresponding  de¬ 
crease  in  hardness.  This  fluctuation  is  of  interest,  but  has 
no.  public  health  significance.

Approximately  f  mile  of  4"  main  was  laid  during  the  year 
tO'  supply  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Horticulural  Experi¬ 
mental  Station  at  Carvood,  in  addition  to  small  extensions  on 
two  Council  housing  sites. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

With  the  exceptioin  of  five  small  disposal  works  dealing 
with  Co'uncil  housing  sites,  and  three  Service  Establishment 
works,  there  are  noi  sewage  disposal  plants  in  the  district. 

The  existing*  disposal  arrangements  consist  of  septic  tank 
treatment  and  discharge  intoi  open  ditches,  and  as  there  is  an 
increasing  tendency  for  more  water  tO'  be  used  for  domestic 
purposes,  the  pollution  in  the  dikes  has  become  a  serious 
problem.  The  erection  of  new  houses  and  the  installation  of 
baths,  sinks  and  water  closets,  have  aggravated  the  trouble 
in  some  parishes  to  such  an  extent  that  the  provision  of  a 
sewage  disposal  system  is  an  urgent  necessity. 

The  Council  have  submitted  particulars  of  such  proposals 
to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  the 
parishes  of  Carlton  and  Barlow,  and  a  scheme  for  the  parish 
of  Brayton  is  under  consideration. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  throughout 
the  district,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  number  of  isolated 
farms,  b}*  direct  labour,  with  two  7  cubic  yard  Karrier  motor 
collectors. 


There  are  a  large  number  of  ashpits  in  the  district  which 
are  obsolete  and  unsatisfactory,  and  these  are  being  abolished 
and  replaced  with  bins  and  earth  closets  as  circumstances 
permit.  As  the  replacement  of  these  structures  proceeds  it 
will  be  possible  to  increase  the  frequency  of  collection  of 
house  refuse  and  soil. 

Disposal  is  effected  by  means  of  tipping  on  five  tips,  which 
have  been  maintained  in  reasonably  satisfactory  condition. 
There  is  no  permanent  attendant  on  any  tip,  and  trouble  is 
experienced  by  local  farmers  and  others  indiscriminately 
dumping  vegetable  refuse  during  the  absence  of  the  Council’s 
workmen. 

Rodent  ControL 

The  Council  employ  a  Rodent  Operative  on  a  part-time 
basis,  and  complaints  are  dealt  with  as  they  arise. 

The  refuse  tips  are  given  regular  attention,  and  a  good 
liaison  is  maintained  with  the  County  Pests  Department  re- 
arding  agricultural  holdings. 
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Food  Inspection. 

TheTe  are  three  dairies  in  the  district  supervised  by  the 
Council  and  in  all  cases  maintenance  has  been  satisfactory. 

Food  preparing  and  storage  premises  have  been  found  to 
be  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  no'  statutory  action  has 
been  necessary.  Byelaws  are  in  force  relating  to^  the  Hand- 
Hng  and  Distribution  of  Food  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938. 

There  are  noi  premises  manufacturing  ice  cream  in  the 
district,  and  those  premises  licenced  for  the  sale  O'f  pre-packed 
ice  cream  have  been  well  maintained. 

There  is  noi  public  abattoir:  meat  for  consumption  in  the 
district  is  obtained  from  Goole. 

Milk  samples  obtained  throughout  the  year  have  been  satis¬ 
factory. 

Inspection  of  Premises  under  Public  Health  &  Housing  Acts. 

Complaints  relating  to^  unsatisfactory  dwellings  have  been 
remedied  by  informal  action,  but  owing  to^  the  low  rent  yield, 
owners  are  becoming  increasingly  reluctant  tO'  spend  money 
on  repairs,  and  in  consequence  property  which  would  have  a 
number  of  years  useful  life  is  rapidly  deteriorating. 

Little  interest  is  being  shown  in  the  improvement  of  pro¬ 
perty  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  and  whilst  several  cases 
are  under  consideration,  no  grants  have  yet  been  made  by 
the  Council. 

136  inspections  were  made  during  the  year,  under  the  Pub¬ 
lic  Health  and  Housing  Acts,  and  repairs  were  carried  out  in 
respect  of  54  houses. 


New  Housings 

New  houses  have  been  erected,  or  are  in  course  of  erection,
